“'So far a3 the so-called strike "among
the plambers ls concerned,” sald he, ‘it
doesn’t amount to anythlrg, There Is
no strike. Already one plamb-
ing firm bas taken out a licenee as re-
quired by the terms of the ordinance, and
I understand that another on» has made
application. If the balance of the plum-
bers In the city, don't want to take out
the necersary licenss, why they needn't
do any of the city work, That'a all there
Is of the matter,

*“So far as concarns the ordinince It
self It is none too vigorous in its provis.
ions, I wiah I could show you the or-
dinances, tomewhat slmllar In npature,
which are In forcs in the eastern citles
potably, New York, They are far more
rigid, even, than the cae just paesed by
our city council.

*This bill Is intended to protect the la-
terests of the citiz'ns and not .those of
the plambers.  1f the people doun't want
theordinance, way open for them to go
to work and repeal it. But I don't
think they will. The fact Is that this
biil 1 to prevent cirleisness and negli-
gence on tha partof the plumbers in
tearing up the streefs of the city. It
will make them mors careful inthe fu-
ture n laylng pipe, by holding them ra-
sponsible for any evil resvlts which may
follow their n2gligence, ' a

A. BENEFIOIAL MEASURE.

Why the Office of Recorder of Deeds
Should be Separate from That
of County Clerk,

A bill has recently passed the legiala-
ture which proposes to separate the oflica
of recorder of deads and ke It entirely
independent of that of county clerk.

This law, materially changing the pres.
ent order of things, is believed by Mr,
Laavltt, the present county clerk, who la
perhaps best scquainted with its provis-
lons and with the present sltuation, to be
one which will ba bighly beneficial to the
interesta of Douglus and Lancaster coun-
ties,

For example, in our own county the
clerk is ex-officlo recorder of deeds. This
work of Itaslf, highly imporiant in all its
detalls, requlres (or oumght to have) the
pereonal supervision of the recorder,

This sttentlon Mr, Leavitt is not able to
give, a3 his time is entirely taken up by
the other work of his oftica, The county
clork is also ex-officlo secratary of the
board of county comwmissloners, and this
branch of his daties It is impomible to
glva the necessary aitention on asxconnt
of too much work.

“Yea,” sald Mr. Leavitt, *'I believe
that this sepsration of the two offices
—that of recorder of deeds and that of
county clerk, I8 just what is needed,
Years ago, when busivess to warranted,
the county clerk could attend to all the
wotl, but the time has passed,"”

Paid.

Sna Francisco s preparing to go muale
mad onoce niore, and the second Mapleson
opern ssason promises to erea‘e quite as
much of an exc tement as did the one of
Inst yoar. The suetion sale of scats yos-
terday waa even moro of & succaes than
the most sapguine of prophets had
deemed poeeible, and‘indeed surpassed
anything ever before heard of In theatri-
oal hietory. The intention of the aunc.
tioncera was to sall as many ssats as pos-
sible for t'ie senson of two weeks, then to
dispose of what were left, for one week,
and they clalmed that In this way they
could soll n large majority of the sents.
The result was ay much of a surpriso to
them as to the general publiz, for thers
were no alogle-week salos made, as prac-
tically every place in the hiouso was sold
for the entire season, and at very hond-
some preminms, too, The specu-
latora bid iIn qulte a lot of back
eoats, upon which the preminws wore
moderate, but all the best parts of
the house were taken by legitimata buy-
ery, a1 @ glince over the list of purches-
ers will show, Tho heaviest rpeculative
buyer wes a Kearny strest flawnbroker,
who probably captured from tifty to sixty
seats In all, but there wera n number of
other curbstone sharks who gobbled up a
mection of places hare and thers in the
loast des'rable parts of the auditirvium.
The result of the astion is that persons
who could not afford or who did not care
to attend twelve oparatie performances in
two weeks aro debarred from going to the
pardcular parformances of thele cholee,
unless thoy are williog to pay the exor-
bliant prices that the speculatora will un-
doubtedly demsnd. Lot such persons
bear distinctly in mind the fact that the
seals held by specnlatorswere booght at
the lowest premloms pald, fer the sump'e
resson that they werc comparatively un
desirable places, and no one else wonld
bid for them, Any one who ehall, there-

THE SALE.

The anction sale was annomnced for
“10a. m. sharp,” but reslly dd not
begln until ba'f an hour sfer the ap-
pointed time, With the exceptlen of
this delay, the affair was excellently
monsged, and everything from first t>
last moved without a single hitch, The
loud-voiced and chirropy  Eldridge
spattered about an onceasing stream of
broad wit and personal comment, there-
by keeping the buyers in gosd humor,
instead of wearying them with a mon-
otenpus repetition of figures. With the
exceptlon of two proscenlum boxes,
which were rezerved by Mr, Flood when
he leased the house to Mapleson, and
some seats for the press, a clean shest
was offered, and to all appearance the
conduct of ths sale was thorouihly im-
artlal.
